ther by the Princes themſelves, or &y their Ambaſſa- 
dors, being look'd upon by all, as the moſt ſolid 
ſupport of their Dotminions, and rh» Repairer of all 
the Loſſes they had (uſtam'd by the Violences of their 

Common Enemy. 
This Grear Monarch , who knows nor what it 1s, 
ro be ſparing of his own Perſon, when all are con- 
A tending 


EVER was Prince more ardently long's 
for in a Srare, as was the Ring of England, 
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tending for the Common Cauſe, made no ſcruple ro 
expole himſelf upon the rude Ocean, in a Seafon 
the moſt incommodious and moſt dangerous, to 
fartisfie their Wiſhes. This was upon the 26th 
of Famuary in the Year 1691. for then it was 
that he departed a ſecond time from London, and 
arrived upon our Coaſts the 31ft of the fame 
Month , in the Afternoon , where he threw him- 
felf into Dangers, perhaps the greateſt that ever 
were hazarded. The Tide was againſt him , bur 
the Weather Calm ; however accompanied with 
a thick Fog which laſted three Days ; fo that 
netther the Yachts nor the Men of War that 
arrended him durſt venture near the Shoar. Which 
obliged him, contrary ro the Advice of his Cap- 
rains , and ſeveral other expert Seamen, to ha- 
zard" himfelf in a Sloop, accompanied only by 
the Earl of Devorſiire, Naſſau Ouwerkerk , the Earls 
of Nottingham and Portland, one Valer de Cham- 
bre, and three Lacqueys; in hopes no doubt 
that he might ger aſhoar in ſome Port, or 
Land ar leaſt in ſome other Place. Bur the Sloop 
finding it ſelf incumber'd with the Ice , and ha- 
ving the Tide contrary , could make no way to 
any Landing-Place; 1o that the King was con- 
ftraind ro lye by, though withour ſhelrer from the 
Weather, for the {pace of Two and twenty Hours, 
environ'd with Ice, open to immment Danger, and 
the Extremiry of a piercing and rigorous Seaſon : 
Nor did he fer foor aſhoar ill the next day about 
Noon, at Orange Polder, a little League diſtant from 
the Village of Naerwijckh, Upon: his going our of 
ths Sloop , he mer by good hap with a Poſt-Boy's 
Horle, that was newly come to the place; of which 
he 
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# given for Three Diſcharges of the Great Guns,

he made uſe to get ro a Countryman's Houle, 
where he warm'd himſelf, rogether with the Lords 
that'arrended him , till the Coaches that were fenr 
for, artived , and which he ordered to drive dt 
rectly ro Honſh/aerdijck, He was Complimented by 
the way by ſome of the Deputies of the States ; 
that is ro fay, by Monlieur d'Opdam, in the Name 
of the Chevalry and' Nobility of Holand and Weſt- 
Friſe ; 'by Mr. Belarts, in the name of the City 
of Dordrech 3 by Mr. Witſen, in the Name of the Ciry 
of Amſterdamand by Mr. Vryburgh,in the Name of the 
City of Alcmarzr. The ſame Ceremonies were alfo 
performed by the Imperial and Spaniſh Ambaſſa- 
dors, the Counts de Berka and Colonna, and the Go+ 
vernour of Friſe, and ſome other Lords of greateſt 
Note. Ar lengrh, he arrived Incognito at the Hague 
about Six a Clock in the Evening, extremely dif- 
compoſed by a Defluxion of Rhume, occaſioned by 


* the vehemency of the cold which he had endured 
| all the while that he lay in the Sloop. 


He was no ſooneft alighred our of the Coach, 
but he was Complimenred by their High and 
Mightinefſes, the States of Holand and Weſt Friſe, 
who at that time were affembled rogerher : and 
Mr. Heivifius was the Perſon who catried the Mef- 
fage in the Name of the whole Body , to which 
the King made Anſwer in few words, bur in 
moſt obliging Terms.

Nevertheleſs, the 
Streets were {0 nuinerouſly throng'd all the Night 
long, that you ſhall ſeldom ſee the moſt enflam'd Se- 
dirions muſter more People rogether. The Tran- 
{ports of their Joy might be eaſily read in their 
Countenances 3 and ſome there were that could 
hardly be convinced the King was arrived , as 
doulrful whether they delerved of Heaven ſo great 
a i141 pineſs. 

I the mean time, the Poſt-Offices both of Amr 
fter!,7 and other Places, were ſo throng'd with 
Letters that Nigha, while every body was deft- 
ro113 to fend rhe Plealing News to his Friends,

had been fcen deliver'd into the Offices at one time. 

The Day following, His Majeſty was Com- 
plimented by all the Amballadors, Corporations 
and Perſons of Quality. And chen it was, that

rhey found he had fo little Tnclination ro make 
his Publick Entry wto the Hgue, that he refus'd ir 
alrogether. However at leng oth he ſuffer'd himſelf 
to be over-rul'd by the earnett Imporrunities of ſome 
of rhe Bodies of the Stare, and the Magiſtracy of 
the Hague, who beſought him ſeveral times, that he 
would vyouchlafe that Satisfaction ro the Publick, in 
regard the Charges were already disburs'd , and all 
things in a readineſs. 

Thereupon, the Monday following, being the Fifth 
of February, 1691, was fixed for the Solemniry. And 
then it was thar ſuch a number of Pcople from the 
Cities and Provinces adjoyning crouded in Throngs 
to the Hague,that there was hardly any pafling in the 
broadeſt Streets of the Town. And rhe number had 
been infinitely greater, had not the incommodious

The Fourth Great Figure 


Was a ſpacious Theatreereced in theVivier 
before the Court, upon which were ready pre- 
par'd a great Number of Artificial Fire-works, 
which were play'd off the ſame Evening 
that His Majelty. made his Entry. There 
were alſo ſeveral Machines of Timber fet 
up and placd in curious Order. Round 
= the Theatre, ſeveral Stakes were fa- 
ſten'd to it, ſhap'd in the Form of Darts, 
of various Colours, ſome Orange, ſome White, 
others Blew, to the Number of Three hun- 
dred and Fifty , containing Two Pound of 
Powder each. The Inſide of the "Theatre 
alſo was encompaſs'd with Ten Horn-works, 
and Five Hait-Moons of Timber, and upon 
each of theſe Pieces of Fortifications were 
plac'd Eleven Firc Pots, that threw out a 
great Number of Attilicial Fire-works, molt 
Deiightrul and Pleaſing to the Beholders. 
Morcover upon the fame Theatre they had 
erected Six High Pyramids, made of "Limber 
likewiſe, cach of which were embelliſhe with 
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Deviſcs ; one of which repreſented a Bird, 
diſplaying her Wings, and carrying a Palm-

more full of Rockets, ſome ef the ſame, 
ſome a ſize leſſer. In the Middle of the The- 
atre glitter'd the two Letters W, R. and above 
them a Crown. There was alſo to be ſeen a 
Skipper, who labour'd his way to the ſhore 
among the Ice, with this ſho1t Sentence over 
his Head,

After a Diſcharge of 30 Pieces of Cannon 
that were Planted upon the Walls of theVivier, 
the Cipher and Crown were lighted , and at 
the ſame time the Theatre glitter'd with above 
800 Flatnbeaux; fo that the Ciphers and Crown 
being on fire, were to be diltindaly dilcern'd, 
which was wonderfully pleaſant to the fight. 
At the fame time ſeveral other Motto's and 
Deviies were to be diſtinctly read, as they 
play'd in the Air upon ditterent littie Planks 
co which the Rockets were failten'd, and among 
others, theſe that follow.

Soon after the Pyramids began to play 
their Parts. Ac firſt nothing was to be ſeen 
but a gloomy Smoak , which was attended 
with the continued Spurtings of clear, quick 
and plittering Fire reſembizag the Spouts of 
a Fountain. In the mean time the Images 
of Fame that ſtood near certain Veſlels fill'd 
with Incenſe calt up flaming Balls into 
the Sky , together with a great Number of 

4 Serpents, 
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Serpents, Which was a Sight moſt lovely to 
the Eye. Nor were there any lefs than Fifty 
Boxes fill!d with theſe Serpents, and the Py. 
ramids all the while were - ſeen burning to the 
very Bottom. 


After that the Lion plaid his part, caſting 
forth fire from his Eyes, and from his Throat 
ifſi'd a Beam very thick and dusky , about 
Seven or Eight Foot long ; but the fire that 
darted from his Eyes, was as quick andclear 
as Chryſtal. He alſo caſt forth a great num- 
ber of Flaming Balls and Serpents , very 
pleaſing to the Spectators. 


Then the Hercules, that was placed next the 
Sun that repreſented France, began to ſpout 
from his Mouth continual Rays cf tire. 
He aifo caſt forth ſuch a Number of Ser- 
pents and Artiicial Fiics, that thereby the 
Sun was quite conflum'd. Aﬀer which , 
the Fire reok hold of Is Club ,, from 
whence flew f{2rerai Bails of Fire into the 
Sky, as it were towrender Thanks to Heoa- 
ven for tine \Viloy Whica lie had end 
over the Sun 


Aﬀterwaids, they ſet fire to all the vo'ant 
Rockets, oi which there was a vail Num- 
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ber ; and at the fame time the Mortars that 
were filled with Artificial Fire-works to 
burn in the Water, diſcharg'd a very great 
quantity of flying Rockets , which, together 
with the Dolphins that were fir'd at the 
ſame inſtant, was a moſt Charming Specta- 
cle, while at the ſame time that the flying 
Rockers which were every one of em filled 
with ſeveral Petards, did their Buſineſs in 
the Air, the other Artificial Fireworks were 
no leſs wanton upon the Water : fo that 
which way ſoever you caſt your Eye, the 
Sight was ſti!l takerf up with fome new ob. 
ject, ſo that *twas impothbie the Spectators 
could be weary of gazing. 


At length the fire took ho!d ofthe pitch'd 
Parre!s, which at firſt cover'd the Air with 
a thick ſmoak, that at lalt gave way to ſuch 
an extraordinary Brightneſs , that they who 
were a great way off, might read dittinetly 
the ſmalleſt Character , norwithltauding the 
togginels of tne Night. 


Tis farther to be obfervd, that ail the 
whiic the Great Guns play'd continual:y, fo 
that the Bellowing of the Cannon, the "Lhun-
